President Lincoln Died Saturday, April 
16,1805. 


E. C. Andrews, of this city, left a 
copy of the New York H erald of Satur 
day, April 15, 1805, a t T h k N e w s otlice, 
containing an account of the death of 
iV esidcnt Lincoln th at occured a t 7:22 
on th a t mornlug. 


The newspaper of 33 years ago is 
much ditTerent in style than the papers 
of today. 
The heading on the assas­ 
sination of the president read as follows: 
‘^Important: 
Assassination of Pres* 
Ident Lincoln: T he P resident Shot at 
the T heatre L ast Evening: Secretary 
Seward daggered in his bed but not 
m ortally wounded; Clarence and Fred­ 
erick Seward 
badly hurt; Escape of 
the assassins; Intense excitem ent at 
W ashington; Scene a t the deathbed of 
Mr. Lincoln.” 


The H erald In an editorial said: 
‘‘An unlooked for and terrible calam ­ 
ity has befallen the nation. 
President 
Lincoln last night received a wound at 
the hands of au assassin, tbe efTects of 
which there are no iiopes of surviving, 
being shot while sitting in a th eatre 
witnessing the perform ance of a play. 
An attem pt was also made, apparently 
by the.sam e person who shot the pres­ 
ident, to take tbo life of Secretary 
Seward. 
The assassin after firing upon 
the president rushed in front of Ibe 
box occupied by tbe latter, and waving 
a long dagger which he held In his 
rig h t hand, exclaim ed, using tbe motto 
of the state of V irginia, “ Sic Sem per 
T yrannis.” 
He then jumped on the 
stage and am idst the intense excite­ 
m ent which ensued escaped through 
the rear of tbe building. 


*‘T he president was shot through the 
bead. 
He was im m ediately removed, 
and on exam ining the wound the brain 
was found oo/.ing therefrom . 
The best 
surgical skill was instantly summoned 
but it was not thought th at it could be 
of any avail toward saving Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s life. 
He was still living at an 
early hour this m orning, and the last 
melaweholy partiug between himself 
and his family bad taken place, 
his 
death was moirientarlly luoked for,”

Indies. 
"And," said H oar, "I

The official archives, w’hlch constitute 
the m ost im portant possession of the 
Spanish legation, have been sealed in 
readiness to place in 
charge 
of 
the 
French am bassador, M. Cambon. Until 
yesterday the Spanish 
m inister 
had 
continued lo accept the social courte­ 
sies extended to him, these being num er­ 
ous, and including the hospitality oí 
cabinet officers and others high In the 
governm ent service. 


In view, however, of the*rep6rts ftf 
the foreign com m ittee Itt congress and 
3f the grave trend of affairs, ho has de­ 
cided not to accept fu rth er courtesies 
of this character, as it necessarily in ­ 
volves his com ing into close personal 
relations with public men who m ay have 
participated In the severe—and in his 
judgm ent 
unw arranted—denunciation 
of Spain In official reports. 
It is the 
feeling in diplom atic circles th at under 
ordinary circum stances the action In 
congress -jthc report of the tw’o foreign 
committees, the passage of resolution.® 
by the house, and the character of the 
debate—would m ake it incum bent on 
the Spanish m inister to leave without 
fu rth er w aiting eventualities which are 
now regarded as unavoidable. 


B ut against this it is known th a t the 
Spanish governm ent will not, either by 
the w ithdraw al of the m inister or any 
other conspicuous step, place itself in a 
position of having invited a recourse to 
war. On the contrary, the entire policy 
a t Madrid, it Is stated, is to rem ain pas­ 
sive until the t ’nited States not only 
m akes the tender of w ar b u t executes 
it by unm istakable overt acts.

fu rth er been developed as the unm is­ 
takable policy of Spain that she will 
resist arm ed intervention in Cuba a s a r 
attack upon her sovereignty, and will 
accept any such act as m eaning war.

“The proposition of the minority was 
impossiblo of execution for the reasons 
I have cited. 
The only thing we can 
do is to aid in freeing Cuba and ihen 
help the Cubans to establish a republic 
upon Bolld ground. 


EXTRA SESSION.

The expense of the session, as near as 
can be estimated is $35,000. The net 
increase In revenues Is about $10,000 
and the net Increase of permanent; ex­ 
penditure, including the sum voted 
the naval reserves, Is stated at about 
$12,000.

Spnln Bnvltiflr Made A ll the ConceMlonn 
She Ciiii, 111 the OpSnlnn of the Dli>loin»tii 
o f the Ohl W orld—T hry Would Now Give 
th e Ariiilntice A Chuiice—-Text of Im por­ 
ta n t P arts of th e Note Given tho Tresl- 
deiit by Polo Lavt Sunday. 
Washington, April IB.—-It w as learned 
last night in high diplomatic quarters 
that an exchange of notes has begun 
between the European capitals with a 
view to making strong reproscntatlons 
on the Spanlah-Amerlcan situation. In 
the same connection an Informal meet­ 
ing of the ambassadors and ministers 
In this clly of the six great powers of 
Europe was held late in the day. Sev­ 
eral of the foreign estaljllshments re­ 
ceived cable advices from their govern­ 
ments last night as to the opening of 
the exchange of notes. 
This had been 
anticipated in view of the prevailing 
sentiment in all the foreign quarters 
here that the action thus far taken in 
congress 
made war Inevitable. 
This 
common opinion had been ofllcially re­ 
ported to the several European capi­ 
tals, and it was doubtless Instrumental 
in starting the active 
exchange be­ 
tween the great powers yesterday. 


W ill Not lie 
Mild Thl* Time. 


The same exchange occurred a week 
ago as a preliminary to the Joint note 
of the great powers presented to Pres­ 
ident McKinley, mildly urging a peace­ 
ful settlement with Spain. It Is under­ 
stood, however, that the present move­ 
ment Is not of the same mild char­ 
acter as the former one. Simultaneous 
with the opening of the exchange word 
came from Madrid that the Spanish gov­ 
ernment was about to issue another 
appeal to the great powers of Europe. 
It Is understood that this appeal Is an 
Initiatory to the concerted action of 
the powers,IInd there Is apparent agree­ 
ment In advance that the appeal will 
roceivo favorable consideration. 


Spain W ill Keclut Grlevanei*«. 


It Is said that Spain’s appeal will 
recite her grievances against the United 
States, stating In detail the many con­ 
cessions she has made and pointing out 
that It was In response to the urgent 
representation of the six Joint powers 
that the last concession of an armistice 
was granted. 
If the powers determine 
to act their Influence probably will be 
particularly directed 
toward inducing 
the United States to grant Spain suill- 
cient time within which to try the ar­ 
mistice recently iiroclalmed. 
During 
the recent Joint action of tho powers 
their nmln Influence 
was exerted at 
Madrid, the only action at W ashington 
being the courteous expression of hopt 
frr peace. 
Dut tho present movement 
contemplates that tho Influence shall bo 
«^xtM'led at W ashington rather than at 
Miidrhl.

sion bound them to the American gov­ 
ernment and people. 


"The proofs of this were the visits of 
the charge d’affaires of H. M. to the 
illustrious 
president 
of 
the 
United 
States, those of the highest Spanish 
functionaries of state to Mr. Woodford, 
the unstinted aid given to the victims, 
as well as the funeral arrangements 
provided by the municipality of H a­ 
vana and the notes addressed to the 
department of state by this legation on 
Fob. 16 and 17 and April 2—numbers 12, 
13, 14 and 33 respectively. 
The officers 
and crew of the vessels of w'ar of H. M. 
near the Maine, disregarding the evi­ 
dent danger which threatened them, as 
the officers of that American battleship 
recognized, Immediately lowered their 
boats and saved a numberof the drown­ 
ing who only owe their lives to the 
prompt and efllcaclous aid of the Span­ 
ish sailors. 


"Tt is strange that these notorious 
facts and these solemn manifestations 
appear to be forgotten 0 * public opin­ 
ion, which gives credit on the other 
hand to the most absurd and offensive 
hypothesis. The government of H. M. 
would be deeply grateful to the Justice 
and courtesy of that of the United 
States If it should re-establish ofTlcially 
the truth of facts which appear to be 
ignored or not appreciated, and ignor­ 
ance of which contributes »o powerfully 
to maintain the extraordinary excite­ 
ment which endangers, without any rea­ 
son or motive, the friendly relations be­ 
tween the two nations.

Mow, 
theie **natnrAl rlghta’* aré all very 
well, bnt they are not reoognlsed by 
the law of Great Britain. It li the law 
that a man may defend himeelf, bli 
wife, child or fiervant from pbyBieal ag­ 
gression. He may also repel by foroe a 
forcible attack upon his property. When 
yon, or your wife, child, or mrvaut Is 
attacked, or threatened with violence 
in such a manner as reasonably to lead 
you to believe that violence is about to 
bo used, you way resist the aggressor. 
And as the best mode of resistance is 
very often to attack, you may lawfully 
follow the advice given by an old prize­ 
fighter to a pupil—i. e.( **get in the 
first whack.** 


But self defense must be moderate. 
It must not be totally disproportioned 
to tho attack. For instance, if a hulk* 
ing ruiilan rnns at me with a knife, 1 
may shoot him. But if he runs at me 
merely with his fists clinched, and 1 
shoot him dead with a revolver, 1 sball 
probably be banged by the neck. Not 
that tho law expects a man to be oalm 
and cool and collected in all circum­ 
stances. By no means. For instance, if 
the said burly ruffian rushes at me with 
clinched fists, evidently meaning mis­ 
chief, and 1 bit him with a heavy stick 
on the buck of the ear, I may kill him. 
But 1 shall not bo hanged for that. 1 
had a right to use the stick, and in the 
nircumstnnees I am not to be supposed 
to be cool enough to aim for a spot not 
likely to bo fatal. Again, self defense 
must not develop Into revenge. Thus, 
if I am threatened with a knife, and by 
the timely display of a pistol 1 frighten 
my assailant so that he runs away, 1 
must not shoot after him. If I do, 1 am 
just as liable as though he had never 
threatened me, because 1 shoot at him 
not in self defense, but by way of pun­ 
ishment or revenge.—Family Lawyer. 


LAW OF TH E UMBRELLA. 


An Important Opinion Thnt Hm Been 
Asorlb««! to Lord Colerldg«. 


The law as to umbrellas was settled 
once for all by Lord Ooleridge in a lead* 
ing English case. His lordship held: 


** Umbrellas, properly considered, are 
a part of the atmospheric or meteorolog­ 
ical condition, and as such there can be 
no individual property right in them. 
In Sampson versus Thompson defendant 
was charged with standing on plaintiff *s 
front stops during a storm and thereby 
soaking up a large quantity of rain to 
which plaintiff was entitled. But the 
court held that the rain was any man*s 
rain, no matter where it fell. It fol­ 
lows, therefore, that the umbrella *is 
any man’s umbrella. In all ages rain 
and umbrellas have gone together, and 
there is no reason why they should bo 
separated in law. 
An umbrella may, 
under certain circumstances—the chief 
of which is possession—take on the at­ 
tributes of personal property, just as if 
a man sot a tub and catch a quuntity 
of rainwater, that rainwater will be 
considered as his personal belonging 
while it is in his tub. 
Bnt if the sun 
evaporate the water and it is rained 
down again or if the tub is upset and 
tho water spilled then tho attribute of 
personal ownership 
instantly disap­ 
pears. ¿90 if a man hold his umbrella in 
his hand it nuiy be considered a per­ 
sonal bolongiug, but the moment it 
leaves his hand it returns to the great, 
general, indivisablo, common stock of 
uuibrellus, whither the law will not at­ 
tempt to pursue it.*' 


So far as we know there has never 
been a successful appeal from this de- 
oisiou.—Chicago News. 


A l>l»tttrblng Sermon. 


Many years ago an English clergyman 
in a small town preached as his own a 
sermon, one that he had bought, and 
Cbicii ha4 been originally preached in 
London when the plague was raging iu 
that city. After reproving the vice of 
the people, the sermon went on: 


‘*For this vice it is that God has vis­ 
ited vou and your families with that 
cruel scourge, the plague, which is now 
spreading evervwhere in this town.” 


At his uttering these words the peo­ 
ple were all so thuuderstrnck that the 
chief magistrate was obliged to go to 
tiie pulpit and to ask him: 


“ For God’s sake, sir, pardon the in­ 
terruption, and inform me where the 
plague is, that 1 may instantly endeavor 
to prevent its further spreading.”

Wi(h coats and waistcoats cir the sur­ 
geons bad been laboring in tho w ard­ 
room upon the wounded, who, shriek- 
ng in their agony, had been tumbled 
down the companionway like so muoh 
butchered beef, for there was no tim e 
to uso stretchers or to carry a stricken 
comrade to a doctor’s care. 
Steam and 
smoke filtered through the doorways, 
and the apartm ent became stifling. 
W hile they were sawing, am putating 
and bandaging a shell tore into tho 
wardroom, burst, and fragm ents wound­ 
ed the assistant surgeons, the chief of 
the medical staff having been killed 
earlier in the conflict. Those onforta- 
nates who were stretched upon the ta ­ 
ble awating tbeir torn under the knife 
and those who lay upon the floor sufl'er* 
ed no more pain. 
They were killed as 
they lay groaning. This shell tore away 
wardroom and stern cabin, and hardly 
a trace >vas left of the bulkhead. After 
that w hat little surgery was done wu« 
performed in the coal bunkera 
Huddled in a passageway near the 
engine room were a score or more of non- 
combatants—stewards, pantrym en and 
stokers. 
They were in a place that was 
lighted only as flashes came from the 
guns. It was filled with powder smoke, 
and clouds of steam that drifted from 
below told th at tho Huascar had been 
struck in a vital spot—her machinery. 
Suddenly they heard a crash, followed 
by the rending of the deck, and the lit­ 
tle ironclad swayed as if she had struck 
a reef. 
Some one passed the word that 
the maintop mast had been shot away. 
As it came down it brought living meu 
to be dashed to death, also corpses that 
bad been hanging over the sides ot the 
m ilitary top.

i . ELEPHANT CURIOSITY. 


Ab Animal Which StMud» With l u Fe««l 
Imbodded lu Ko cUm. 


On tbe Miles Wilbur farm, less tiiaii 
two miles from Palmyra, W is., iieuriy 
midway between i3ald hlulf and the 
‘Cnrelian spring, on a wild, rouky bill- 
aide of tbo Kettle range of bluil’s, may 
be foond a buge rock linowu far and 
near as tbe “ stone elephant.” 


It is annually visited by large uum- 
ben of people, some of whom prououuco 
U a petrified elephant of monster si/o, 
b n t the theory most gunoruUy believed 
la that it was hewed out of tbo solid 
took in wbicb it seemed imbedded eeu- 
lories ago by some prebistorio race. 


Af if to substantiate this latter theory, 


. from time to time mauy valuable tools, 
:. Mlios and implements unkuowu to tbe 
of this age bave been found about 
ita base and in tbat immediate vicinity. 
It ia about 90 feet long, 0 or 8 feet high, 
of a dark gray oolor and weighs hun­ 
dreds of tons. Tbe body only is above 
the level of tbe ground, its legs being 
deeply sunk below, bolding it firmly in 
m ftanding position. 


A tradition believed by many is tbat 
•m uid this huge stone tbo Indians 
gathered to offer saorifieo to tbo Great 
j^rlft and buirn tbeir prisoners a t tho
